Ohio Political Campaign Nears Finale

Candidates for statewide office, 
several keenly aware that their 
election contests are likely to be 
squeakers, campaigned down to the 
wire across Ohio today. 
Election officials, meanwhile, were 
predicting an unusually heavy turnout 
for a non-presidential year and urged 
voters to study the candidates and is­ 
sues before going to the polls Tuesday. 
In addition to the statewide races, 
voters will be faced with decisions on 
candidates for Congress and the 
General Assembly, statewide con­ 
stitutional issues and a variety of local 
questions. 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
James Rhodes issued a call Sunday for 
“ Republicans, 
Democrats, 
in­ 
dependents and everybody who is 
entitled to vote to go to the polls and 
make their sentiments known. 
“Never was it more important for 


the future of the great State of Ohio 
that her voters turn out and vote their 
convictions in this governor’s race,” 
the former chief executive told a 
gathering in Canton. 


Rhodes summarized his stands on 
what he said were the issues. 
“I will not raise taxes. I will see that 
the income tax goes to the schools. I 
will remove pressure from property 
taxes and I will resume an unremitting 
effort to get more and better jobs,” he 
said. 


“The question simply is one of 
whether you want more taxing and 
spending, and more inflationary 
mismanagement, or sound money 
management and a hold-the-line at­ 
titude in the Statehouse.*’ 
Incumbent Democratic Gov. John 
Gilligan said in Sandusky the guber­ 
natorial campaign offers voters “a 
choice between the old way of doing 


business and a new era of honest poli­ 
tics.’’ 
Gilligan said Rhodes represents the 
“politics of broken promises. It is the 
politics of profits over people and it is 
the politics of the slush bucket.’’ 
The governor again criticized 
Rhodes for refusing to disclose his 
personal finances or “the full extent of 
his campaign contributions.’’ He noted 
he has released his income tax records 
back to 1967 and his campaign com­ 
mittee has reported all money spent on 
his re-election effort. 
“The people of Ohio don’t have to 
tolerate the kind of politics Jim Rhodes 
represents and I don’t think they will 
tolerate it,” Gilligan added. 
Gilligan’s campaign schedule for 
today called for a swing through 
Dayton, Middletown, Hamilton and 
Cincinnati. 
Democratic U. S. Senate nominee 
John Glenn, who appears to be the 


candidate with the least to worry about 
since polls give him an enormous lead 
over Republican Ralph Perk, planned 
to spend the day today campaigning in 
the Columbus area. 


The former astronaut was to speak 
at Otterbein College in the morning, 
shake hands on a downtown Columbus 
street comer in the afternoon and 
attend a political rally in the evening. 
The Columbus Dispatch reported 
Sunday its voting machine poll taken 
between Sept. 3 and Oct. 30 showed the 
gubernatorial race and four other 
statewide contests too close to call. 
The other races are those between 
Republican Lt. Gov. John Brown and 
state Rep. Richard Celeste, GOP 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown and 
State Sen. Tony Hall, Republican 
Supreme Court Justice Thomas M. 
Herbert and Clifford F. Brown and 
Democratic Supreme Court Justice 


Frank D. Celebrezze and Sehdlon A. 
Taft. 
In the gubernatorial race, the 
weighted projections showed Rhodes 
with 47 per cent of the vote and 
Gilligan with 46.3 per cent, with the 
remaining 6.7 per cent favoring in­ 
dependent Nancy Brown I^azar. 
The poll showed Democratic Atty. 
Gen. 
William 
Brown 
leading 
Republican George C. Smith 66.8 to 
33.2, Democrat Thomas E. Ferguson 
ahead of Republican Roger W. Tracy 
Jr. 57.7 to 42.3 for state auditor, 
Democratic State Treasurer Gertrude 
W. Donahey in front of Republican 
Richard Harris 63.3 to 36.7 and Glenn 
holding a lopsided 64.7 to 24.2 ad­ 
vantage over Perk. 
Hall said Sunday that Ted Brown 
really wants to retire and is seeking re- 
election “only because his party asked 
him to do so.” 
Calling Brown the “reluctant can­ 


didate,” Hall said in a statement: 
“He doesn’t want the job. I do, and I 
have worked hard to tell everyone all 
over Ohio why I want the job and what 
I feel needs to be done to make our 
elections system better. The people of 
Ohio should give Ted Brown his wish 
and retire him on Tuesday.” 
Tracy released his 1973 federal in­ 
come tax return showing a gross in­ 
come of $16,273 and a total of $2,740 
paid in federal, state and city income 
taxes. 
Tracy said all of the income was 
from his law practice and reported 
that neither he nor his wife have any 
income or interest in stocks, bonds or 
real estate. 
He took the opportunity to criticize 
Ferguson for his reported ownership of 
stocks in a number of banks, saying a 
potential conflict of interest situation 
existed since the auditor sits on the 
state Board of Deposits.

Journal of the American Medical 
Association says the weight-loss 
program of these advertised clinics 
may be hazardous to health and 
questions the value of the hormones. 
It was written by Dr. John C. Badin, 
director of the AMA’s department of 
drugs, and Dr. 
Philip L. White, 
director of the department of foods and 
nutrition. 
They noted that the attorney general 
of Michigan has ruled that the fat 
clinics are “in violation of Michigan’s 
medical practice act, both as to par­ 
ticipating licensed physicians and 
other persons who participate.” 
“We hope that other states will in­ 
terpret their medical practice acts 
similarly,” Badin and White said. 
A.T.W. Simeons, a British doctor 
practicing in Rome, first used human 
chorionic gonadotrophin along with a 
semistarvation diet in the treatment of 
obesity more than 20 years ago. 
The fat clinics using the Simeons 
hormone injections and diet “have 
proliferated throughout the United 
States and many of these are franchise 
operations,” the editorial notes. 
Fat people on this regimen receive a 
total of 40 injections, ostensibly under 
medical supervision, and are placed on 
500-calorie diets. A course of treatment 
lasting 42 to 60 days may cost up to 
$700/ 
The diet is inadequate and therefore 
poses a health hazard because it 
results in protein loss from body 
tissues, the editorial warned. 
There is no valid scientific evidence 
to demonstrate that human chorionic 
gonadotrophin has any effect on 
weight loss, it said.

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Demo Landslide Seen

A 
Democratic landslide appeared im­ 
minent today on the eve of the first 
election to feel the full brunt of 
Watergate and a staggering economy. 


The final pre-election survey by The 
Associated Press shows Democrats 
have a shot at twothirds control of both 
houses of Congress and a record 
number of governorships. 


Confident 
Democratic 
leaders 
predicted Sunday their party would 
carry' a virtual sweep of Tuesday’s 
elections, while Republicans talked 
about holding down their losses. 
The balloting for 35 governorships, 
34 Senate seats and all 435 House posts 
will be the first since Richard M. Nixon 
resigned as president and was par­ 
doned by his chosen successor, Gerald 
R. Ford. 
The election also comes amid 
mounting inflation and unemployment 
and national debate over what to do 
about both. Ford has campaigned for 
GOP candidates saying he needs a 
Congress he can work with to cure the 
economy, while Democrats have 
called for the congressional strength to 
put through their own solutions. 
Ironically, 
the 
anticipated 
Democratic romp comes just two 
years after Nixon had won for the 
Republicans one of history’s two 
biggest presidential landslides. But it 
was 
reminiscent of 
1966 
when 
Republicans turned the same trick 
after their presidential disaster in the 
Barry Coldwater campaign of 1964. 
Although Republicans contended 
that their embattled candidates were 
closing gaps across the country, the 
latest available information showed 
Democrats still ahead in most of the 
key races. 
The AP survey, based on reports 
from bureaus in all 50 states, late polls 
and 
interviews 
with 
political 
strategists for the major parties and 
candidates gives this picture: 
Senate — The Democrats likely to 
gain from 5 to 7 of the 14 GOP seats at 
stake and with a good chance to hold 
all 20 of their own. This could mean 63 
to 65 Democrats in the new Senate, 
compared to the 58-42 margin they 
already hold. 
House — The Democratic gain could 
be as high as 50 seats and probably no 
less than 30 if present trends hold. 
They now hold a 248-187 edge and could 
approach the massive 295-140 majority 
they achieved in Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
1964 landslide. 
Governors — the Democrats hold 
the record for most governorships in 
the hands of one party — 39 in 1939. 
Already 
holding 
32 
of the 
50 
statehouses, they now appear likely to 
gain from 7 to as many as IO. 
The party out of the White House 
normally gains in offyear elections — 
an average 4 senators and 26 House 
members in the last five. 
“Our mission is to keep it under the 
average losses,” Rep. Robert Michel, 
R-Ill., chairm an of the 
House 
Republican Campaign Committee, 
said on ABC’s “Issues and Answers” 
show Sunday. 
“Frankly, I would like to keep it in 
the range of 20 to 25” House seats, 
Michel said, the number of COP

congressmen he concedes are in deep 
trouble. 
Sen. Bill Brock, R-Tenn., chairman 
of the Republican Campaign Com­ 
mittee in the Senate, said losing 4 or 5 
Senate seats would be normal in the 
off-year following a presidential 
landslide like Nixon’s but predicted 
“we’ll do better than that.” 
But that was as close as any 
Republican leaders — including 
President Ford — would come to 
putting numbers on their expected fate 
Tuesday. 
When 
asked 
for 
his 
prediction, Ford brushed aside the 
question with “not on Sunday.” 
On another television panel show, 
COP party chairman Mary louise 
Smith also ducked the “numbers 
gam e” but said she saw a ‘‘tu rn ­ 
around” in the Watergate backlash 
that has been hampering Republican 
campaigns. 
However, Democratic chairman 
Robert Strauss, appearing with Mrs. 
Smith on “Meet the Press,” predicted 
n gain of 4 to 6 Senate seats, 27 to 32 in 
the House and statehouse victories to 


place 85 to 90 per cent of the population 
under Democratic governors. 
The AP survey shows at least four 
Republican senators in the greatest 
danger of defeat — in Colorado, 
Kentucky, Oklahoma and North 
Dakota. 
A fifth, Robert Dole of Kansas, has 
overcome a deficit in the polls against 
Democrat William Roy and the race is 
now rated a toss-up. 
A sixth Senate race apparently has 
turned around but still is too close to 
call with Democrat Wayne Owens 
ahead of the GOP’s Jake Gam in Utah 
by a narrow margin in three recent 
polls. They are seeking the seat of 
retiring Republican Sen. Wallace F. 
Bennett. 
Democrat Richard Stone also leads 
Republican Jack Eckerd for the 
Senate seat vacated in Florida by the 
retirement of Republican Edward J. 
Gurney. 
In New York Republican Sen. Jacob 
K. Javits is ahead in the polls but still 
threatened by former Atty. Gen. 
Ramsey Clark. In Vermont, Democrat 
Secret Hunt Memo 
Comes To Surface 
In Cover-Up Trial

WASHINGTON (AP) - Prosecutors 
in the Watergate coverup trial said 
today they will recall Watergate 
burglar E. Howard Hunt to the witness 
stand because they have discovered 
that a memo he wrote five months 
after the Watergate break-in still 
exists. 


The 
revelation prompted 
one 
defense attorney to move for an im­ 
mediate mistrial. Another declared, “I 
have now a coverup within a cover­ 
up.” 


Asst. Special Prosecutor James F. 
Neal said existence of the memo, dated 
Nov. 14,1972, was revealed to him over 
the weekend by William O. Bittman, 
who was once Hunt’s lawyer. 
Bittman was named an unindicted 
co-conspirator in the Watergate cover- 
up by the same grand jury that in­ 
dicted the five defendants in the cover- 
up trial. 
Hunt had testified that he and his 
wife had written a memo detailing the 
background of the Watergate break-in, 
including the involvement of White 
House officials, at a time when only 
seven lower-level men had been in­ 
dicted and were to stand trial for the 
crime. 
Hunt quoted Bittman as saying he 
read the memo to defendant Kenneth 
W. Parkinson, an allegation denied by 
both Bittman and Parkinson. 
Neal said that, until this weekend, 
Bittman also had denied in grand jury 
testimony and meetings with the 
prosecutors knowing that Hunt’s 
memo ever existed. 
Parkinson’s lawyer, Jacob Stein, 
said he is now faced with challenging 
the credibility of Bittman and Hunt, 
both of whom have now admitted lying 
to the grand jury. 
Stein asked for a separate trial for 
his client, describing Bittman’s role as 
a “cover-up with a cover-up.” 
John J. Wilson, defense attorney for 
former White House chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman, asked for a mistrial. His 
request was rejected by U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica. 
Before the decision to recall Hunt, 
the prosecutors had indicated they 
were 
nearly 
finished with 
the 
testimony of major witnesses and 
would soon play recorded evidence 
they say is among the most damning to 
be put before the jury. 
Watergate prosecutors say they plan 
to play more than 20 presidential 
tapes, on which are heard only the 


voices of Richard M. Nixon and one or 
more of three of the defendants. 
However, some legal preliminaries 
must be cleared up. The first of the 
tapes may be heard by the end of the 
week. 
The disclosure that Hunt’s memo 
still exists, and the resulting legal 
argum ents, delayed Jeb Stuart 
Magruder’s scheduled last day of 
cross-examination by the defense. 
Magruder, deputy director of Nixon’s 
1972 re-election 
campaign, 
has 
withstood most attempts so far by 
defense lawyers to chip away at his 
testimony. 
Magruder’s story of the cover-up, in 
which he admittedly was a central 
figure, deeply enmeshes defendants 
H.R. Haldeman, John N. Mitchell, 
Robert C. Mardian and Kenneth W. 
Parkinson. 
The attorneys for former White 
House domestic affairs chief John D. 
Ehrlichman asked no questions of the 
articulate and forceful Magrrder, who 
frequently 
stole 
the 
courtroom 
spotlight away from defense lawyers. 
Magruder is serving a 10-month to 
four-year prison term for his own part 
in the cover-up. 
Magruder was to be followed by his 
former administrative assistant at the 
re-election 
committee, 
Robert 
Reisner. He is the only witness so far 
who has not been indicted or served a 
jail term for a part in either the 
original Watergate burglary or the 
cover-up. 
Reisner testified before the Senate 
Watergate Committee that Magruder 
ordered him to deliver to Mitchell 
summaries of wiretap information 
from taps made on phones at the 
Democratic National Committee. He 
also said Haldeman received copies of 
everything sent to Mitchell. 
The day after the original burglars 
were arrested June 17, 1972, Reisner 
testified that Magruder told him, 
“There are sensitive things in the 
office ... take them out and keep them 
over the weekend.” 
Reisner said the sensitive papers in 
a blue folder were marked Gemstone. 
Gemstone was the code name for the 
illegal wiretap summaries. 
The 28-year-old Reisner, who went 
from the committee to a $23,000 job 
with the Office of Management and 
Budget in the White House, never 
played a knowing role in the cover-up, 
according to testimony before the 
Senate committee. 


Patrick I>eahy appears within reach of 
Republican Richard Mallary. 
On the House side, Republicans are 
bracing for losses of four or more seats 
in 
California 
and 
New 
York. 
Democrats also have a chance for 
multi-seat pickups in New Jersey, In­ 
diana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Connecticut, 
Iowa and Virginia. 
Republican chances of knocking off 
Democratic House members are in 
South Carolina, Louisiana and Utah as 
well as in Michigan, Ohio and Pennsyl­ 
vania where Democrats captured 
traditionally GOP seats in special 
elections earlier this year. 
The Democrats are well ahead and 
considered sure to capture the two 
biggest governorships, with Democrat 
Edmund G. “Jerry” Brown Jr., ex­ 
pected to beat Houston Flournoy in 
California for the job being vacated by 
Ronald Reagan, and Democrat Hugh 
L. Carey a heavy favorite over in­ 
cumbent Republican New York Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson. 
Republican-held governorships also 
are threatened in M assachusetts, 
Connecticut, Arizona, Oregon, Ten­ 
nessee, Colorado and Wyoming. The 
hottest race is in Michigan where 
Democrat Sander I>evin has knotted 
Republican Gov. William G. Milliken 
in a race too close for the polls to pre­ 
dict. 
Middle East 
Peace Pushed 
By Kissinger 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) — 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said today Israel and the Arab states 
must “make an effort to bring their 
positions closer to each other.” 
Kissinger, who begins another 
Middle East peacekeeping swing 
Tuesday, told newsmen the purpose of 
the trip is “to see whether useful 
negotiations can be conducted and in 
what manner.” 
With Yugoslav President Tito at his 
side, Kissinger said the United States 
“will do its utmost to move matters in 
the Middle East to a just and lasting 
peace.” 


Kissinger conferred with Tito for P i 
hours in the Yugoslav leader’s White 
Palace, an imposing mansion that 
once belonged to Prince Paul, pre­ 
tender to the throne. 
They made brief statements to 
newsmen afterwards and took no 
questions. 
Tito, a steadfast supporter of the 
Arabs in their push for Israel to 
relinquish territory, said both he and 
Kissinger expressed concern “because 
of the stagnation that is there. Much 
depends on the United States which so 
far has had a main influence.” 
Kissinger said, “The United States 
would like to do its best to prevent a 
stalem ate from developing. This 
requires that all the parties on both 
sides 
understand 
the 
special 
necessities of the other and make an 
effort to bring their position closer to 
each other. It is for this purpose that I 
am going to the Middle East.”

NEW YORK (A P) - The stock 
market declined broadly today, amid 
concern over the prospect of a 
nationwide coal strike. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was down 10.71 at 654.57, 
and losers led gainers by about 5 to 2 on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
Analysts traced the selling to the 
breakdown of contract talks between 
the coal industry and the United Mine 
Workers union Sunday evening. Most 
of the declines came in the first half- 
hour of the session, after which the 
market leveled off and quieted down. 
Whirlpool was the most-active 
NYSE issue, down I at 144. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the market-value index lost .48 to 69.30. 
Among coal stocks, Pittston was 
down IS at 337*, North American Coal 
slid IS to 244, and Kennecott Copper, 
parent company of Peabody Coal, lost 
7* to 31 S . 
Steel issues also were depressed by 
the coal uncertainty, with U.S. Steel 
down IS at 394; Republic Steel, off 
14 at 244; and Bethlehem, down 4 at 
26*4.

Coal Talks 
Broken Off; 
Deadline Near 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Federal 
mediators are working to bring about a 
resumption of contract negotiations 
aimed at averting a nationwide coal 
strike after the United Mine Workers 
broke off talks in a dispute over money 
matters. 
Despite 
the 
impasse, 
UMW 
President Arnold Miller said there still 
was a slim hope of preventing a 
walkout when the current contract 
expires Nov. 12. 
“ The onus is on the operators,” he 
said. “ The next 24 to 48 hours are 
rather critical,” Miller added. 
Chief federal mediator W .J. Usery 
Jr. said both sides were willing to 
resume discussion and he was hopeful 
for a meeting today. However, he ac­ 
knowledged that no time had been set 
for a new session. 
Usery stepped into the talks Sunday 
night after Miller led his bargaining 
team out of the negotiations, saying 
there was no point in continuing until 
the coal producers responded to the 
union’s latest economic proposals. 
A spokesman for the Bituminous 
Coal Operators Association said the 
mine owners had wanted to first 
resolve the remaining noneconomic 
issues. 
“ We made a great deal of progress 
and in a short time — in a day or so — 
we could reach an agreement,” said 
Guy Farmer, the spokesman and chief 
industry negotiator. 
In an apparent move to increase 
pressure for a settlement, the UMW’s 
38-member bargaining council ap­ 
proved Miller’s recommendation to re­ 
turn to the coal fields rather than wait 
in Washington in hopes that the talks 
would resume and result in a tentative 
agreement. Time is already running 
short and this means at least an extra 
day before they can return here. 
The council must first approve any 
agreement before it can be submitted 
to the union’s 120,000 members in 25 
states under a complicated ratification 
process which could take up to IO days. 
However, Miller said it may be 
possible to shorten the time provided a 
settlement is reached early this week.

Massachusetts Democrat, concerning 
the accident that took the life of Mary 
Jo Kopechne. 


In a letter published Sunday in the 
Globe, Kennedy also criticized the 
allegation that he had intended to take 
Miss Kopechne for a walk on the 
beach, not to her motel as he had con­ 
tended. 


“ It is regrettable in the atmosphere 
of doubt and suspicion which en­ 
shrouds us as a people that the truth 
cannot compete with the unnamed 
sources, the groundless suggestions 
and the speculation which is nurtured 
by articles of sensationalism,” he 
wrote. 


Globe editor Thomas Winship said 
the newspaper did not rely on just a 
single source in a twomonth in­ 
vestigation of the Chappaquiddick 
incident. He said the team of writers 
which put the story together “carefully 
considered

and 
knowledgeability of its sources before 
publishing any information provided 
by them.”

NEW YORK (A P) - That rising 
jobless rate and the decline in prime 
interest rates are signals that the U.S 
economy is undergoing a change that 
will bring both pleasure and pain over 
the next year. 


Shortages are being replaced by 
abundance in some supplies as con­ 
sumer interest tapers off. Inventories 
of unsold goods are beginning to pile up 
in warehouses, and that means pres­ 
sure for lower prices. 


Corporations 
are 
curtailing 
borrowing plans, fearful that an 
economic downturn will leave them 
overextended. Individuals, too, are 
trying to cut their borrowing and pay 
off their loans. 


As the demand for money eases, 
interest rates are likely to continue 
falling. 


With economic activity continuing to 
dry up, at least in comparison with the 
bloated economy of the past few years, 
the jobless rate is headed relentlessly, 
inevitably higher. 


Here are some recent comments by 
economists of influential business and 
financial institutions regarding jobs, 
interest rates and the rate of inflation: 


Consumer prices nught increase by 8 
to 9 per cent in 1975, the Bank of 
America states, compare with a rise 
for 1974 that it puts at 10.5 per cent. 


In its "Focus on the Economy- 
1975” the bank didn’t state a specific 
jobless figure 
but 
referred 
to 
moderately 
high 
unemployment 
during a year of little real economic 
growth. 


The First National City Bank, 
second only to Bank of America among 
the nation’s largest commercial 
banks, believes an easing of inflation 
will begin to show up in the Consumer 
Price Index by the first quarter of 1975. 
Citibank economists say they still 
look for a drop in the inflation rate to 6 
per cent in the early part of 1975. The 
Commerce Department put the in­ 
flation rate at 11.5 per cent in the three 
months that ended with September. 
Uonel D. Edie & Co., the economic 
research and consulting arm of Merrill 
Lynch, the world’s largest brokerage 
house, foresees a drop in the cost of 
borrowing money to as low as 9 per 
cent by December. 
The prune lending rate now is 
around ll per cent, having fallen from 
a peak of 12 per cent in September. 
Albert H. Cox, chief economist, 
believes a 7 per cent rate might be 
reached by spring or summer.

My husband is on a vitamin E kick. 
Not only does he take large amounts of 
it every day, but he’s become the 
neighborhood’s leading advocate of 
vitamin E. He constantly tries to in­ 
duce people to join him on his vitamin 
E binges. 
Mrs. H.G., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
Your husband is not alone in his 
enthusiasm. The vitamin E craze is 
now in its upswing. 
Adherents make bizarre claims for 
vitamin E — claims that are not sub­ 
stantiated by scientific studies on 
nutrition. 
These are some of the claims: 
Vitamin E is good for arthritis. 
Vitamin E will control psoriasis, ec­ 
zema and other skin problems. 
Vitamin E will prevent male baldness. 
Vitamin E increases sexual virility. 
Vitamin E prevents wrinkling of the 
skin. 
There was a time, in fact, when 
vitamin E was thought to be effective 
in the treatment of anginal pains due to 
coronary artery heart disease. A 
definitive study later showed that 
“there does not appear to be any clear 
evidence that vitamin E is effective in 


the treatment of any form of heart 
disease.” These studies were reported 
at Duke University School of Medicine 
and the Mt. Sinai Hospital in New York 
City. 
Vitamin E is necessary as a part of a 
well-balanced diet. It is found in large 
quantities in vegetable oils, whole 
grain foods and leafy vegetables. 


For people who are known to have a 
deficient diet, supplementary vitamins 
are important, including vitamin E. 
The Federal Drug Administration 
states that "Vitamin E has not been 
proven scientifically to have any of the 
miraculous effects Sting claimed for 
it.” 


Fortunately, excessive quantities of 
vitamin E do not seem to be harmful. 
On this basis, I suppose that tl»e only 
valid criticism of your husband’s 
vitamin E fling is in terms of wasted 
money.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Can­ 
didates aside, Ohioans have a 
multiplicity of local decisions to make 
at the polls Tuesday— some of them 
close to the pocketbook. 
About two dozen communities, in­ 
cluding 
Cleveland—the 
state’s 
largest—-are asking voters to approve 
an increase in their city income tax. 
In Cleveland and several others, the 
hike would be from I to I Vi per cent. 
Others seeking one-half per cent 
increases 
include 
Willoughby, 
Newark, the village of Mogadore and 
Streetsboro (Portage County). New 
Carlisle voters are asked to approve a 
I per cent levy, while those in 
Napoleon have before them a one- 
fourth of I per cent tax for recreational 
purposes. 
Two Ohio communities are going 
against the trend and proposing to 
repeal local income taxes. They are 
Sunbury (Delaware County) and 
Toronto (Jefferson County.) 
Otherwise, the miscellaneous ballot 
issues range from proposed street 
improvements in Lebanon and a one- 
half of I per cent piggyback sales tax 
in Darke County, to expansion of the 
territory of the Toledo Regional 
Transit Authority and the proposed 
creation of a charter commission in 
Summit County. 
Included in the wide range of about 
200 issues are nearly IOO proposed 
amendments to city government 
charters. 
At least half of those are spread out 
among the conglomeration of 68 
municipal government units 
in 
Cuyahoga County. 
Some municipalities in other areas, 
including Portsmouth and Elyria, 
want to change their presidential year 
primary elections from May to June to 
coincide with a new state primary 
election statute. 
Candidates and personalities have 
drawn nearly all the preelection 
publicity, however. Ohio elects a 
governor, one U.S. senator, 23 
representatives to the U.S. House, five 
statewide officers besides governor, 
three justices of the Ohio Supreme 
Court, 99 Ohio House members, 18 
state senators and IO members of the 
23-member State Board of Education. 
Besides the nearly 200 miscellaneous 
issues, a total of 206 new school district 
tax proposals are on local ballots, 
along with 31 requests for tax levy re­ 
newals, 58 bond issues for capital 
construction, and 41 levies for per­ 
manent capital improvements. 
The city of Sidney in Shelby County 
is voting on the creation of a com­ 
pensation commission for its officials, 
while East Palestine in Columbiana 
County and Orrville in Wayne County 
are considering the establishment of 
charter commissions. 
Perrysburg would be included in the 
jurisdiction of the Toledo Regional 
Transit Authority under a proposal 
that also would impose a one mill 
property tax levy so pay for the ser­ 
vices. The city of Toledo also will de­ 
termine whether to expand production 
and storage facilities of its park water 
treatment plant. 
At least two counties—Morgan and 
Noble—are deciding whether to 
combine their probate courts with 
their courts of common pleas.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Richard 
H. Harris, the Republican candidate 
for state treasurer, is walking toward 
the finish line of his 1,000-mile tour of 
Ohio’s perimeter, but he still appears 
to be running behind Democratic in­ 
cumbent Gertrude W. Donahey. 


Harris completed his 900th mile in 
Cleveland and is heading for Toledo on 
the final 100-mile leg of his walk. 


He is ‘‘delighted with the response,” 
but has been unable to shake an un­ 
derdog label as a candidate who 
probably has the slimmest chance of 
victory of any Republican on the 
party’s statewide ticket. 


He is up against a well known, well- 
financed incumbent in a campaign 
that clearly lacks gut issues, and in an 
election year that looks promising for 
Democrats. 


A 
Republican 
campaign official 
conceded, 
“The campaign 
is not 
shaping up around issues. She is ap­ 
parently a very nice woman, but she is 
not as qualified as Harris. He is an 
administrator.” 
That is the major thrust of his 
campaign. 
That same "very nice woman” had 
spent more than $66,600 as of Oct. 16 in 
her race against a political unknown. 
She is spending $48,000 of it on a 
statewide radio blitz that began last 
week and will continue up to the Nov. 5 
election. 
The 60-second spots focus on her 
record after the statehouse loan 
scandal, which was centered in the 
treasurer’s office in 1970 under a 
Republican adm inistration. Their 
tone, Mrs. Donahey’s media coor­ 
dinator said, is simply: “ This is what 
we’ve done folks; we’ve cleaned the 
mess up and earned you money at the 
same tim e.” 
Harris has no prospects for radio or 
television advertising; the money just 
isn’t there. Records in the secretary of 
state’s office listing contributions over 
$25 show he has raised about $6,000. 
His balance on Od, 16 was given at 
$169.55. 
He hopes to place some newspaper 
ads shortly before the eledion to 
remind voters that he’s the guy who 
hiked through their town. 
The walking candidate decided to 
throw his hiking boots into the ring 
when he started hearing of complaints 
about delayed premium checks from 
the Bureau of Workm en’s Com­ 
pensation.

According to H arris, about $7 
million, including workmen’s com­ 
pensation checks, had been left in 
mailbags unnoticed in Mrs. Donahey’s 
vault for more than two months, 
costing the state $100,000 in interest.

$7 million, and closer to two weeks 
than two months, she has said. The 
money was in sliding filing trays that 
inadvertently were left undated, she 
said. 


Mrs. Donahey, widow of one-time LL

office in Ohio, and she is proud of her 
record in office. 
She emphasizes the new computer 
techniques she has introduced and 
boasts of earning more than $200 
million for Ohio from interest and 
investments, compared to $159 million 


in the eight years prior to 1971. 
H arris does not dispute those 
figures, but mentions as factors in­ 
creased state revenues from the in­ 
come tax and lottery and soaring in­ 
terest rates. 
The Harris campaign staff, which 
has only one full-time employe, issued 
a press release recently as the can­ 
didate neared the end of his “ odys­ 
sey.” 
In the southern part of the state, the 
release said, “ he found the people so 
stirred by his walk that he was pressed 
to stay a few days longer than an­ 
ticipated in order to visit groups and 
give interviews.” 
But he was caught by a snow storm 
in Geveland, the release added, and 
“ one walking day was spent shopping 
for thermal underwear, heavy socks 
and warm gloves.” 
Now if he could just heat up his 
campaign.

KSU Trial 
In Recess 
To Tuesday 


CLEVELAND, 
Ohio 
(A P )- 
Prosecution and defense rest today in 
the trial of eight former Ohio National 
Guardsmen indicted in the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings. 
The trial is in recess and resumes 
Tuesday. 
Testimony in the second week of the 
trial is expected to return to the 
government’s contention that guards­ 
men were not threatened when they 
opened fire on students protesting U.S. 
military involvement in Cambodia. 
The May fourth shootings killed four 
students and wounded nine. 
The prosecution has provided 
evidence that students pelted guards­ 
men with rocks before the gunfire 
broke out and even threw back some 
tear gas canisters guardsmen had 
fired into the crowd. 
But defense cross-examination has 
brought out testimony that most 
students were more than 300 feet away 
when the troops started shooting. 
Three photographers on campus that 
day told the court last week they saw 
no rush of students that could have 
precipitated the firing. 
At the beginning of the week, the 
jury and seven of the eight defendants 
toured the campus, exploring the site 
of an Army Reserve Officers Training 
Corps building burned two days before 
the shootings, the hill from which 
guardsmen fired and the parking lot 
below where students fell. 
The ex-guardsmen are charged with 
assaulting and intimidating the 
shooting victims and others by firing 
weapons in their direction and 
depriving them of their civil rights 
without due process of law. 
On trial are James E. Pierce, 30, 
Amelia Island, Fla.; and seven 
Ohioans — James D. McGee, 28, and 
lawrence A. Shafer, 28, Ravenna; 
Ralph W. Zoller, 27, Mantua; Barry W. 
Morris, 30, Kent; Leon H. Smith, 27, 
Beach City; Mathew J. McManus, 27, 
West Salem; and William E. Perkins, 
28, Canton.

Milk Prices, Feed 
Costs Both Rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The farm 
price of milk was up last month, but so 
was the cost of feed for dairy cows. 
That meant a slight dip in the already 
depressed milk-feed ratio, according 
to Agriculture Department figures. 
As of Oct. 15, the department’s 
monthly report on farm prices showed 
last week, the milk-feed ratio was 1.17 
pounds. That is the amount of dairy 
feed equivalent in value to one pound 
of milk sold by farmers. 
The mid-October ratio was down 
slightly from 1.18 pounds in September 
and 1.10 set in August, the lowest in 27 
years. A year earlier, on Oct. 15, 1973, 
the ratio was 1.57 pounds and on the 
same date in 1972—when dairy farm­ 
ers were making money — it was 
1.77 pounds. 
President Ford says he will not order 
larger dairy import quotas before the 
situation is thoroughly reviewed with 
dairy industry people. That is encour­ 
aging, milk producer representatives 
say, 
but 
direct action 
to 
boost 
government price supports is needed 
quickly to help relieve the financial 
burdens. 
The USDA price report said the over­ 
all dairy product index — meaning the 
average farmers received for all milk 
products — was up four per cent 
during the month ended Oct. 15 but still 
was two per cent below a year ago. 
The milk-feed ratio figures illustrate 
what has happened the past year. As of 
Oct. 15, for example, the average cost 
of IOO pounds of dairy feed was $7 na­ 
tionally, compared with $5.30 a year 
earlier. 
Meantime, the average farm price of 
IOO pounds of milk also was down to 
$8.21 per hundredweight in mid- 
October from $8.32 a year earlier. That 
is a “blend” price average for all milk 
sold to plants. 
If farmers had received a full parity 
price for milk last month, the Oct. 15 
average would have been $10.90 per 
hundredweight, the USDA report 
showed. As it was, the midmonth level 
averaged only 71 per cent of the parity 
price. 
A year earlier, when milk sold for 
more and feed costs were lower, the 
Oct. 15 farm price translated into 88 
per cent of the parity price at that 
time. The parity price supposedly re­ 
flects a balance between prices farm­ 
ers get for what they produce and 
their costs. 
The high cost of grain — the prin­ 
cipal component of dairy feed — shows 


a much higher relationship with the 
parity scale. For example, com prices 
at the farm on Oct. 15 averaged a 
record $3.45 per bushel. 
But 
the 
mid-October 
parity 
equivalent for com was only $2.74 per 
bushel.

“I am prepared to meet Ali again 
and for nothing,” he said. “I’ll have no 
rest until I meet him again. Then I’ll 
retire.” 
Foreman and Ali each earned $5 
million for the fight. Ali has said he has 
no immediate future plans, but he 
disclosed after the fight he was offered 
$10 million to box Foreman or ex­ 
champion Joe Frazier. 
Aristotle Onassls

NEW YORK (AP) - Aristotle 
Onassis has entered New York 
Hospital for a “routine physical 
checkup,” the hospital says. 
The hospital’s administrator said 
Sunday that Onassis, husband of the 
former Jacqueline Kennedy, was 
listed in satisfactory condition simply 
because it was hospital practice to list 
a condition for all patients. 
He said the Greek financier entered 
the hospital under an assumed name, 
“Mr. Phillips,” because he did not 
wish “to have any unnecessary 
publicity.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Cincinnati 
upset 19th-ranked Temple and Woody 
Hayes marked his 200th career colle­ 
giate victory in Ohio college football 
action over the weekend. 
In the Mid-American Conference, 
Miami of Ohio assured itself of at least 
a share of the league championship, 
while in the Ohio Conference, Baldwin- 
Wallace clinched the Red Division 
title. 
Cincinnati’s upset came with only IO 
seconds left in the game with Temple, 
which until Saturday enjoyed the 
nation’s second longest collegiate 
winning streak. 
Cincinnati led 19-13 going into the 
game’s final minutes. But Temple 
marched 79 yards in the closing 
minutes and took a slim 20-19 lead with 
2:24 left to play. Cincinnati then 
launched a desperation drive, and Dan 
Shepherd booted a 25-yard field goal to 
snatch the victory from Temple. 
In Columbus, Ohio State Coach 
Woody Hayes claimed his 200th career 
collegiate victory and junior tailback 
Archie Griffin smashed a national 
rushing record as the Buckeyes 
demolished Illinois 49-7. 
Griffin piled up 144 yards to make 
the game his 18th straight 100-plus 
regular season performance. The 
mark surpassed a record set in 1968-69 
by Steve Owens of Oklahoma. 
Miami clinched at least a share of 
the Mid-American Conference title 
with a 31-0 victory over Western 
Michigan. It was the 16th-ranked 
Redskins' fourth straight conference 
victory and stretched their unbeaten 
string to 20 games. 
In Toledo, star quarterback Gene 
Swick passed through a thick fog for 
148 yards to lead the Rockets to a 44-14 
victory over Northern Illinois. Though 
both are MAC teams, the victory does 
not count in conference standings 
because Northern Illinois does not play 
enough MAC teams yet.

Wallace won a berth in the league 
championship game at Berea Nov. 16 
and a chance for a NCAA division 
playoff invitation by defeating 
Otterbein 35-22.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
Public Broadcasting Ser­ 
vice’s new national program 
cooperative, begun this year, 
has gotten the green light for 
the 1975-76 season. But a big 
hurdle remains. 
And PBS chief Hartford 
Gunn says that is to persuade 
the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting and the Ford 
Foundation to increase, not 
decrease, 
the 
financial 
support they gave the system 
for 1974-75. 
The cooperative, created 
amid dwindling foundation 
support for public TV, aims at 
stimulating great local finan­ 
cial help for public TV as well 
as giving stations more direct 
say in choosing national pro­ 
grams. 
Under the system, the sta­ 
tions are asked to pay a fair- 
share percentage of some na­ 
tional programming they 
once got free from PBS, 
helping to “ buy” shows of­ 
fered in a PBS program 
catalogue. 
To get it started this 
season, CPB, which ad­ 
ministers 
federal 
funds 
earmarked 
for 
public 
broadcasting, put pu $4-5 
million. The Ford Foundation 
put up $5 million and stations 
raised $4 million, Gunn Said. 
The $13.5 million total paid 
for 40 per cent of the cost of 
this season’s national public 
TV programs, he added. 
i TiS' executive committee, 
in renewing the program 
cooperative 
for 
another 
season, said it should be 
financed at a level of from $19 
million to $23 million. Gunn is 
aiming for a $21 million level. 
“Our hope is that the 
stations would put up $7 
million and CPB and the Ford 
Foundation $7 million each,” 
he said. “ It’s a reasonable 
figure and the program 
choices the stations could 
make would be considerably 
greater than they were under 
this year’s funding.” 
He said that by this he 
meant 
that 
financially 
pressed stations this year 
tended to buy low-cost series 
lasting weeks rather than 
expensive programs — such 
as documentaries — of only 
one or several segments.

DAYTON, 
Ohio (AP)-The Mont­ 
gomery County sheriff’s office was 
accused Sunday of violating the 
constitutional rights of United Farm 
Workers union pickets by arresting 22 
of them outside a Dayton super­ 
market. 


“ We are going to demand an in­ 
vestigation of the sheriff’s department 
for the arrests and also that one of the 
deputies was drunk and pulled a gun,” 
said Eliseo Medina, Ohio UFW 
director. 
“ We feel that one of our people could 
have been shot if we had not been 
passive and nonviolent,” he said. 


Deputies arrested about half of a 
group that was picketing a Fazio’s 
market just northeast of the city limits 
Saturday night as part of the UFW’s 
boycott of nonunion picked grapes and 
lettuce. 


Those arrested were charged with 
disorderly conduct, released on $25 
bond and scheduled for court ap­ 
pearances today. 


Medina said the pickets were 
complying with deputies' orders to 
disperse 
when 
officers started 
arresting people at random. He said a 
Roman Catholic nun who was par­ 
ticipating in the demonstration 
demanded three times to be arrested, 
but deputies refused. 
Sgt. James Howard of the sheriff’s 


office said the pickets were “clapping, 
chanting and raving” and refused to 
listen when officers ordered them to 
leave. 
Medina said he planned to meet with 
church and labor leaders to arrange to 
“ go out and picket the store again. 
“ We feel that we have a con­ 
stitutional right to express our views 
and ask the consumers not to buy 
grapes and lettuce and neither Fazio’s 
nor the sheriff’s department can de­ 
prive us that right,” he added. 
The union has been picketing the 
grocery chain for about six weeks 
because it sells grapes and lettuce not 
picked by UFW workers, Medina said. 
The incident came at the end of a 
five-day union workshop in Dayton 
attended by union members from 
Columbus, Toledo, Akron, Geveland, 
Cincinnati and Dayton.
